Ten years on: why 
did Lauren die?

An open verdict has been recorded on 
the death of a 17-year-old nursery 
nurse who plunged to her death in 
Northampton town centre ten years 
ago. 

Police have spent a decade looking for 
new evidence in the case of Lauren 


Eley, who fell 18m to the bottom of a 
stairwell in the Grosvenor Centre car 
park in December, 2004. 

This week Coroner Anne Pember 
returned an open verdict after a two 
day inquest into her death. 

Lauren had spent the previous night 
with ex-boyfriend Chris Pearce at his 
Kingsthorpe flat and travelled into 
town with him on the day she died. 


The inquest heard that they both 
got off the bus in Marefair and 
Pearce said he did not see her 
again. Lauren was discovered with 
multiple injuries at the bottom of 
the carpark stair well just before 
2pm. She was able to tell paramed¬ 
ics she did not jump. Lauren’s family 
is considering what to do next.

Crash on Ml 
causes chaos 

Major roads across Northamptonshire descended 
into chaos yesterday after a jack-knifed lorry and 
large diesel spill closed the Ml for more than 18 
hours. 

During the early hours of Wednesday morning, a 
truck jack-knifed on the northbound carriageway 
between J16 and J18. 

As a result of the crash, the vehicle spilt diesel all 
across the carriageway, leaving behind extensive 
damage to the road. 

While emergency repairs were carried out to lay 
down 3500 m2 of new tarmac where the lorry 
ruined the previous surface, and to replace part of 
the central reservation which was damaged by the 
lorry, all traffic was diverted down the A43 and the 
A5, causing miles of tail-backs for motorists 
throughout the day. 

The road was finally re-opened at 8.15pm last 
night.

Editor’s 
Letter 

The unexplained 
death of Lauren 
reflects on us all 

I remember when Lauren Eley died. I 
was a journalist working in 
Northampton at the time. 

In the newsroom instinctively the 
facts sounded odd to us. 

I have covered stories before about 
people falling from tall buildings. 

It’s something I would associate more 
with men who are older than Lauren. 

Clearly that’s not scientific but Coroner 
Anne Pember was not persuaded a sui¬ 
cide verdict was the right one at Lauren’s 
inquest. 

She recorded an open verdict. 

As a father with a daughter myself I 
can only imagine the pain her family 
have experienced every day of the dec¬ 
ade that has passed since Lauren’s 
death. 

An open verdict tells them the least 
they can know. 

It leaves all things possible. 

The inquest heard that Lauren’s father 
has been scrutinising evidence himself 
over the past ten years. 

I can understand that. I would have 
done that and not as a criticism of the 
efforts of the police. It would be impos

sible not to go through the CCTV frame 
by frame if the option was there. 

You would simply try everything you 
could to get some answers. 

This happened in the heart of the town 
in the middle of a busy shopping day. 

It was the stairwell to the car park of 
Northampton’s main shopping centre. 

It is shocking and slightly horrifying 
that a 17-year-old nursery nurse can fall 
to an unexplained death in that situa¬ 
tion. 

It is hard to believe that everyone who 
could throw light on this has told ah 
they know. 

Why was she in the car park? How did 
she get herself in a position where could 
fall like that? Why would she take a risk 
like that? Who was with her? 

People who know the answers to these 
questions, for their own convenience, 
are not sharing the answers. 

And for the sake of their peace of mind 
we have to become a community that 
let’s a life like Lauren’s slip through our 
fingers with a shrug. She died. We don’t 
know why. 

If you know something. Come for¬ 
ward.

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Invisible police log on to fight cyber crime 


REPORTER Lawrence John finds 
about Northamptonshire Police’s 
new Cyber Crime Unit and how 
is tackling this internet menace 



Your life is online and you need to 
take better care of stopping cyber 
criminals stealing your identity. 

This is one of the messages 
from Northamptonshire Police’s 
dedicated Cyber Crime Unit. 

Set up last month the unit, which 
comprises Detective Inspector, 
three Sergeants, nine constables 
and 16 members of police staff, is 
on call to officers seven days a week 
from 8am to 10pm. 

It has been funded by 
Northamptonshire Police and it is 
one department whose work is set 
to grow and encompass all of the 
Force’s activity. 

It is already investigating 85 
crimes and has helped in the arrest 
of 15 men connected with indecent 
images of children. 

As far as Northamptonshire Police 
is concerned cyber crime is a grow¬ 
ing problem - one which ranges 
from identity theft to a criminal 
being able to hack into your 
webcam and watch you in your own 
home. 


Detective Inspector Steve 
Henderson, who leads the Cyber 
Crime Unit, said: “Most people were 
shocked to think criminals were 
trying to break into their homes 
online. 

“These types of criminals are 
desperately trying to get into our 
lives and while people can see an 
officer out on patrol on our streets 
we are the invisible police. 

“Northamptonshire Police is 
working hard to keep the public 
safe and in that respect we have to 
‘think digital’ when attending any 
scene of crime. 

“There could be valuable data and 
evidence on any number of devices 
connected to the internet.” 

He explained how thieves were 
using the dark web, a criminal 
version of the worldwide web, to 
buy stolen credit cards for as little 
as £50 or software which could 
crash any website. 

DI Henderson said most cyber 
crime can be prevented and he 
offered these tips: 

■ Use a PIN or password. Never 
use the same one twice and don’t 
share it 

■ Keep anti-virus software up to 
date 

■ Check your privacy settings on 
social media 

■ Don’t open attachments from 
people you don’t know 

■ When shopping or banking 
online - always check for the 
padlock symbol and that the web 
address begins with ‘https://’ 

■ Don’t respond to emails asking 



to confirm your bank account 
details 

■ If the email looks too good to be 
true.. .it probably is. 

He added one of the things which 
has shocked him is how easily 
people open emails from someone 
they did not know and clicked on a 
link which said they had won a 
prize or to look at a photo when in 
reality it was a virus which then got 
into their computer. 

Assistant Chief Constable Ivan 
Balhatchet said: “What we have 
tried to do is be proactive in a local 
situation and tackle this problem 
head on. 


“This is an issue which needs a 
national and international 
response. 

“What we have tried to do in 
Northamptonshire is set up a dedi¬ 
cated unit, fund it ourselves and 
make sure there is the proper train¬ 
ing, staff and equipment. 

“As far as the police are concerned 
we have been behind the curve but 
we are looking to make up for lost 
time. We are here to help people, 
prevent this from happening and 
prosecute those who commit this 
crime.”

Conman jailed for 
gig tickets scam

Terry Beckwith was jailed 
for 21 months on Friday for 
selling tickets for V Festival 
and Glastonbury that he did 
not have. 

Beckwith, 29, of Springfield 
Road, Rushden, advertised 
the tickets on Gumtree, 
making a total of £7,076, St 
Albans Crown Court was 
told. 

Jessica Clarke, prosecuting, 
said: “People made money 
transfers on the promise of 
tickets. When they did not 
arrive, Mr Beckwith created 


excuses. When refunds were 
sought he simply ceased 
contact.” 

He also obtained a job with 
a firm in Aylesbury where he 
was paid commission to 
persuade companies to 
change their telephone sup¬ 
plier. Beckwith was paid on a 
commission basis and one 
day produced paperwork 
indicating he had earned 
£1,400. 

The company paid him, but 
when they inputted the bank 
details of the companies he 
claimed were switching it 
was discovered that the 
information was incorrect. 


He told the company he 
must have inputted them 
incorrectly but when the 
firms were contacted they 
said they had not agreed to 
any change. 

Beckwith promised to pay 
the money back, but when he 
did not the police were called 
and he was arrested. 

Beckwith pleaded guilty to 
fraud and asked for 21 offenc¬ 
es to be taken into considera¬ 
tion. 

The court was told he had 
been sentenced in March last 
year for similar offences. 

He was also committed for 
sentence for fraud.

Greencore, mass producer of sand¬ 
wiches, is recruiting 300 staff in 
Hungary because, they claim, they 
can’t find British workers who want 
to do this kind of work. 

You might ask, how much do they 
pay? Minimum wage. And there’s the 
problem - no-one wants to do a bor¬ 
ing, repetitive job for minimum 
wage. 

But what would Greencore do if 
bringing in cheap labour from 
Hungary just wasn’t an option? Well, 
they would have to offer £7 or £8 an 
hour, maybe more, and then they’d 
find plenty of British workers willing 
to do this type of work. 

With higher wages, those workers 


would be better off, they 
would spend their income back into 
the local economy, and as a result 
everyone would be better off. 
Unlimited immigration of unskilled 
labour has given us a minimum wage 
economy, where Chief Executives 
now earn 175x more than the rest of 
us, not to mention the strain on 
housing and public services from the 
resultant population growth. 

Tesco pay £10 an hour for staff to 
stack shelves on the night-shift and 
they are not short of staff, which goes 
to show that British people will do 
dull jobs - for the right wage. Alas 
some companies prefer to save 
money by bringing in cheap labour 
from poorer countries. We can only 
thank Greencore for highlighting just 
how damaging having an open door 
to the EU really is.

I am developing a new respect 
for weight lifters.

The University of 
Northampton’s new cam¬ 
pus has received a huge 
cash bonanza to give it the 
big go-ahead. 

Just days after Prime 
Minister David Cameron 
praised the town’s 
Enterprise Zone, the 
Government has agreed to 
provide almost £300m to 
fund the new campus. 

The Treasury confirmed 
today that it will guarantee 
borrowing up to £292m for 
the University’s Waterside 
Project, which will see it 
relocate into a brand new 
purpose-built facility in the 
town centre. 

Building the campus will 
cost a total of £330m. Up to 
£232million will be raised 
through the public bond, 
£60million from the Public 
Works Loan Bond (PWLB) 
and the rest will come from 
the university itself through 
its cash reserves and sales of 
its existing campuses. 

Construction of the 
55-acre site in Nunn Mills 
Road, which is within the 
Waterside Enterprise Zone, 
is due to begin next year. 

The university expects it to 
be ready to open its doors to 
14,500 students by autumn 



2018. 

Michael Ellis, MP for 
Northampton North, said: 
“I have been working in 
support of the university for 
quite a while, including in 
private meetings at 
Government level, to 
persuade the Government 
to support the funding of 
the university in its exciting 
plans to move site to the 
Waterside Enterprise Zone. 

“I am absolutely delighted 
at the fantastic news today 
that the Government is 
investing even more support 
into Northampton. 

“Our town is a major 
winner in the ongoing 
success of this Government’s 


long-term economic 

plan- which is really bearing 
fruit. 

“I think Northampton has 
become one of the most 
favoured towns in the 
country in terms of 
Government investment 
and support and this further 
good news is really exciting 
for the regeneration of the 
town and the icing on the 
cake for the university.”

Hartley is given backing 
after Springboks yellow

Andy Farrell insists he would 
have no qualms in calling on 
Dylan Hartley for England's 
remaining autumn internation¬ 
als at Twickenham despite his 
sin-binning against South Africa. 

After finding themselves 20-6 
behind to the Springboks shortly 
after half-time at Rugby HQ, 
Hartley and England rallied to 
trail by just five points at 25-20 
after an hour. 

It was then that Hartley was 
shown a yellow card by referee 
Steve Walsh after a lengthy review 
for what the officials adjudged to 
be a stamp on South African No.8 
Duane Vermeulen. 

And while Hartley’s absence did 
little to affect the final result - 
both side’s scoring penalties dur¬ 
ing the ten-minute spell as 
England lost 31-28 - it did once 
again raise the question of the 
Northampton hooker’s tempera¬ 
ment with the World Cup now less 
than a year away. 

However, England coach Farrell 
believes that Hartley - who was 
sent off for Saints during the 2013 
Premiership final which saw him 
banned for the Lions tour to 
Australia - should not be casti¬ 
gated and is instead keen to focus 
on missed opportunities on the 
whole ahead of this weekend’s 
Samoa Test. 

“It’s a tricky one isn’t it?,” he said. 
“It’s an old-fashioned hack. I 
didn’t think it was severe at all. 

“They were debating it very care¬ 



fully because they didn’t think it 
was so severe themselves, and it’s 
just that fine line. 

“It comes down to the interpre¬ 
tation of the referees. It just went 
along with the game, really, as the 
game was going. 

“We’d got ourselves back into the 
game very well but when we had 
our purple patches, and were roll¬ 
ing forwards really well, we com¬ 
pounded it with a penalty that 
stalled our momentum or dropped 
ball to another penalty that 
stopped our momentum, and 
allowed South Africa to get back in 
the game. 

“And that type of loss of continu¬ 
ity just mars our game slightly, 


because there’s a hell of a lot of 
good stuff there, we created 
chances, probably more chances 
than South Africa, and I suppose 
that’s the frustrating thing.” 

And writing in his column in The 
Sun, 28-year-old Hartley was keen 
to distance himself from any mal¬ 
ice in the incident. 

He said: “I swear there was no 
malice in what I did. I’m furious at 
myself. I hope people won’t blame 
me for another narrow defeat. 

“Treading on him was probably a 
daft thing to do. But it happens 
plenty of times in club games and 
even in internationals - and it 
does go unpunished.”

action on Sunday away at Saracens

“We talked about their line speed 
during the week and we struggled 
with that, fust before half-time, 
they scored from a five-metre 
scrum and suddenly you go in 
three tries down and you’ve got an 
uphill battle. 

“They came with a simple game 
plan and that was to kick the ball 
away and then take their opportu¬ 
nities and they did it very, very 
successfully 

“I know the crowd were getting 
frustrated but there’s not a lot of 
options when they’ve got a good 
line and it is tricky out there. 

“You can’t play too much with a 
wet ball. Some of our kicking 
wasn’t brilliant, but we tried to 
play the game in their half and we 
came back well.”

Northampton Town boss Chris 
Wilder admitted he was outfoxed by 
counterpart Keith Hill after 
Rochdale completed a late come¬ 
back to knock the Cobblers out of 
the FA Cup at Spotland. 

The visitors led Tuesday’s first 
round replay through Ivan Toney’s 
early header and held their advan¬ 
tage for the best part of 80 minutes 
until on-loan Barnsley youngster 
Reuben Noble-Lazarus levelled with 
five minutes remaining. 

With the tie seemingly destined for 
extra time, centre-back Oliver 
Lancashire dived to head beyond 
Town keeper Jordan Archer in the 
fourth minute of added-on time. 

And although Wilder insisted the 
result against higher level League 
One opposition was cruel on his 
players, he also acknowledged that a 
shrewd tactical change from Hill was 
responsible for the hosts’ fightback. 

The Cobblers have now lost seven 
out of their last nine games in all 
competitions as an alarming slump 
of form before Christmas continues. 

“The game is being a bit harsh to us 
at the moment in terms of results,” 
said Wilder. 

“We always knew they would pass it 
but we were a touch disappointed not 
to be further ahead in the first 20 or 
25 minutes. 


“To be fair to them, they move the 
ball around pretty quickly and two 
late goals sealed the tie. 

“They put on Calvin Andrew and 
went direct, changed their game 
plan, and all credit to Keith because 
that is the way to manage.” 

Northampton were ahead inside 
five minutes as Toney headed home 
Darren Carter’s sublime free-kick 


before Emile Sinclair and Marc 
Richards spurned two good chances 
for the visitors. 

Dale redoubled their efforts after 
the break and the pressure finally 
told when Noble-Lazarus struck a 
high shot past Archer after miscuing 
his first attempt before Lancashire’s 
injury-time winner, but Wilder is 
remaining upbeat. 


“We’re not on a good 
run but we’re not getting 
smashed three or four 
and our keeper isn’t 
making save after save,” 
he added. 

“We were more than a 
match for a really good 
League One side and we 
could quite easily have 
won but football is a 
harsh game.” 

The game brought back 
bad memories of last 
season’s League Two trip 
to Rochdale, who were 
promoted come the end 
of the campaign, which 
saw the Cobblers lose 3-2 
after another pair of late 
goals at the death. 

There was a further 
blow for Town when 
midfielder Ryan 

Cresswell was taken off 
injured, joining Oxford 
United loanee Tom 
Newey on the sidelines at 
a time when the club’s 
injury crisis appeared to 
be easing. 

Left back Newey rolled 
his ankle and suffered ligament 
damage in Friday’s 2-1 League Two 
defeat at Cambridge United and 
could be out for up to six weeks. 

“He tried to carry on but unfortu¬ 
nately he couldn’t and he had to 
come off,” said Wilder, whose side 
are now 17th in the table. 

“It’s another blow for us because 


Tom has been excellent and he’s been 
that footballer for us that we’ve 
talked about. 

“He’s here until the start of January 
and it’s just unfortunate that he will 
miss the next few games because he’s 
come here to play. 

“Injuries have hampered us all the 
way through this season and they 
continue to do so but when someone 
rolls their ankle in a game there is 
nothing really you can do about that. 

“Lawson D’Ath could be back 
towards the end of the week and if 
not then definitely for the Southend 
game. Evan Horwood and Lewis 
Hornby are back in light training but 
they are still a few weeks away from 
being considered.” 

Meanwhile, Cobblers midfielder 
John-Joe O’Toole is a reported target 
for League Two rivals Southend 
United after Wilder revealed that his 
summer signing from Bristol Rovers 
had disappointed and was poten¬ 
tially available for loan. 

United boss Phil Brown, who has 
tried to sign O’Toole in the past, told 
the Southend Echo: “I’m still disap¬ 
pointed not to have already brought 
John-Joe in and I would certainly be 
interested in bringing him in because 
he’s a goalscorer and we don’t have 
an abundance of them in our squad. 

“When I tried to sign him the first 
time he went to Bristol Rovers and 
they got relegated while in the sum¬ 
mer he chose to go to Northampton. 

“He finds himself in the wrong half 
of the table with them as well and it 
hasn’t gone too well for him there.”

Tom Reed reflects on Northampton Town’s 2-1 
League Two defeat to Cambridge United on 
Friday night. 

Cobblers were schooled in match manage¬ 
ment in the university city, going down 2-1 
after taking the lead against Cambridge 
United. Ivan Toney’s goal under Friday night 
lights proved academic as Chris Wilder’s side 
slipped to their sixth defeat in eight matches. 

The stage was set for a local clash between 
two sides joined by their dislike of Peterborough 
United with mist rolling over the Abbey 
Stadium and a thousand Northampton travel¬ 
ling fans gathered. 

Yet the Cobblers again failed to turn punchy 
play and goalmouth threat into any sort of 
points tally with Richard Money’s U’s claiming 
the spoils. Those that braved the A14 rush hour 
arrived to see a bold Cobblers 4-4-2 formation 
with Toney and Marc Richards in attack. 

Chris Wilder’s starting eleven was further 
bolstered by the return of chalk-on-his boots 
right-winger Chris Hackett. 

In goal, Jordan Archer proved a surprise 
Cobblers addition while his opposite number 
Chris Dunn played 98 times for the Sixfields 
club. Adam Cunnington, recalled from loan at 
Bristol Rovers, was the main change from a U’s 


side that had emerged victorious 
against Fleetwood in the FA Cup. 

Yet it was Richards, recovered 
from a torn hamstring, who had the 
game’s first chance - sending a 
header wide of Dunn’s post. 

Meanwhile, tall forward 
Cunnington aimed to soften up the 
Northampton rearguard with the 
rapid Kwasi Appiah ready to surge 
into space. 

Indeed, the Cobblers’ defence 
looked vulnerable to pace ah even¬ 
ing with an alarming number of 
penalty-box dribbles and crosses 
going unchallenged. On 15 minutes 
Cunnington found space for a free 
header which was saved by Spurs 
loanee stopper Archer. 

Not that Northampton were short 
of speed with Hackett and Kaid 
Mohamed providing a pincer threat 
in attack. Mohamed was guilty of spurning two 
good chances with a turn and shot sliced over 
and then a well-hit volley drawing a smart save 
from Dunn. 

Cobblers fans entertained themselves with 
an epic chanted rendition of the trumpet intro 
from Johnny Cash’s “Ring of Fire” while Lee 
Collins got their side out of jail with a 25th min¬ 
ute block on Appiah. 

Northampton were always going to be a dif¬ 
ferent proposition attacking their own fans 
post-break and so it proved when Toney opened 
the scoring five minutes after the restart. 


Hackett specialises in “stood up” crosses and 
his right-wing bah to Toney saw the 18 year-old 
place a firm header past Dunn. 

However, Toney had barely finished his knee 
slide in front of the delirious shoe army before 
the home side had restored parity. Cunnington’s 
identikit header from a Liam Hughes corner 
lived up to every cliche about a side being most 
vulnerable after scoring. 

That said Northampton’s record at the Abbey 
is good and with an authentic derby atmos¬ 
phere crackling to rude songs from both ends 
about Posh’s Barry Fry, Cobblers came back at 


Cambridge. Toney’s free header 
miss against Rochdale had meant a 
Tuesday FA Cup replay and a 
Richards nod over from a perfect 
57th minute Gregor Robertson 
cross was likewise costly. 

Left back Robertson then 
launched an audacious dipping 
volley that Dunn saved from nest¬ 
ling into the top right-hand corner 
of his net. 

Cobblers fans stood perplexed as 
Dunn would more likely have 
dropped the bah in his goal during 
his spell at Sixfields yet their mood 
turned uglier moments later as 
Cambridge snatched the winner. 

Appiah had threatened to haunt 
Cobblers and did so on 79 minutes, 
racing into their box before flip¬ 
ping to Ryan Bird to slot home. 
That wasn’t to be it though as 
Cobblers went gung-ho with a last-gasp bah 
falling to Ben Tozer on the Cambridge goal 
line. Two-feet Tozer however contrived to send 
the bah three feet over the bar, steam rising 
from the defeated Cobblers players and the 
ears of their disconsolate fans. 

Northampton’s record before their stadium 
redevelopment stalled was played 14, won 
seven, drawn three, lost four and after reads 
played nine, won one, drawn one, lost seven.
